FORMERLY LIVED HERE. 


Angutt M. J. Becker, the First Republican 


Postmaster of 
Portsmouth Dies at 


Macklnac a Few Days Ago. 
, 


There died at a summer hotel in 


Mackinac a fsw days ago a gentleman 
who was well knowns in Portsmouth. 
It was August 
Maximilan 
Joseph 


Becker. 
He lived in Portsmouth from 


1853 to 1870. 
He~was by profession a 


railroad civil engineer, and as such 
had charge of the construction of the 
first suspension bridge built over, thai 
Scioto river here. He was an enthusi] 
astic Eepublican, and in 1861 was apl 
pointed postmaster of the city of Ports- 
mouth by President Lincoln, being the 
first Republican to serve in that capac- 
ity. 
Tho office was then on Second 


street near Zoellner's jewelry store. 


Mr. Becker was born in Germany in 


1830. He became mixed up in the 
revolution of '48 and had to leave the 
country, coming to America. 
Since 


1867 he has been chief civil enigueer of 
the P. C. G. 0. & S. L. railroad, with 
headquarters at Pictsburg. He leaves 
a wife, two daughters and one son. 
They formerly lived at the corner of 
Sixth and Washington streets.

BARON FAVA, 


The Italian Minister, Recalled by 


the Government. 


New York, Sept. 3.—A Hehald spe- 


cial from Washington says: A well- 
known Italian of this city yesterday re- 
ceived a letter from home stating that 
Baron Fava, Italian ambassador from 
Italy to the United States, had been re- 
called. The letter was written by a 
clerk in the Italian foreign office, who 
states that the recall of the ambassa- 
dor was decided upon at a meeting of 
the Rudinl cabinet on Aug. 18. The 
cause, the writer stated, was a general 
dissatisfaction with the baron's actions 
on the part of the Italians in the Uni- 
ted States aa well as Italy. It was also 
stated that the ministry and the recent 
lynchings in Louisiana were an excuse 
for bringing forward against him the 
charge that Baron Fava had failed to 
secure from the United States sufficient 
indemnity for the New Orleans mafia 
lynchings.

any one of the legation could be seen 
Tuesday.

3e then tried to reach the boat again, 
rat the wind had carried it up stream 
ind he was unable to reach it with his 
anrdcn. 
He was about in mid stream 


and seeing he could not reach the skiff, 
started for the Kentucky shore. 


Earl Higgins and Will Shilling were 


just tying up their sail boat at the Ed- 
wards float when Dave Edwards, stand- 
ing up on the bank saw Monk strng- 
;ling in the water, gave the alarm. 
Higgins and a fellow who works at the 
float hastily jumped in a skiff and 
started to the rescue. Doc Me 0 loud, 
the fisherman, also saw Monk about 
the same time and started to him. 
Higgins reached the scene first and not 
a moment too aoon. Monk was utterly 
exhausted, bnt still holding the boy -up 
above his head out of the water was 
going down probably for the last time. 


The top of the boy's head was just in 


eight when Higgins reached for him 
and with one hand pulling him into 
the boat reached down under the water 
a foot or so, got a lucky hold on the 
father's ear and brought him to the top 
of the water. MeOloud arrived at that 
time and helped get him out and in the 
boat. 
He was unconscious and it 


looked for a few minutes as though he 
was a goner. He revived in a half hour 
or so after getting him on shore. 
The 


boy also had a close call. But for the 
timely discovery of Edwards and the 
quick rescue of Higgins, both father 
and son would have gone down to a 
watery grave.

PUBLIC; DEBT STATEMENT. 


An Increase of Over Twelve Mil- 
lion Dollars For the Month. 


Washington, Sept. 3.—The monthly 


statement of the public debt issued 
from the treasury department shows 
that at the close of business Monday 
the public debt, less cash in the treas- 
ury, was Sins,497,19'l. which is an in- 
crease for the month of 812,3-12,684, 
which was accounted for by the loss of 
nearly exactly that amount of cash on 
hand due to the excess of expenditures 
over receipts. The debt is recapitulat- 
ed as follows: Interest-bearing debt, 
8847,304,200; debt on which inferest has 
ceased since maturity, SI,533,060 ; debt 
bearing no interest, S373,Sf>f>.375. 
This 


amount, however, does not include 
6563,656,973 in certificates and treasury 
notes outstanding- and offset by aa 
equal amount of cash in the treasury. 


The cash in the treasury is classified 


as follows : Gold, 8180,835,300; silver, 
5513,647,700; paper, 5177,023,508; bonds, 
disbursing officer balances, etc., $17,- 
993,276, making a total of §349,388,746, 
against which there are demand liabil- 
ities amounting to 8606,042,345, which 
leaves-5243,346,400 cash in the treas- 
ury.

With the progress of modern life and 


the increase in population has come, 
from time to time, demands for more 
State institutions. 
That these have 


been met in a spirit of g-enerosity is 
shown by the following- list, which 
gives the name and locations of the es- 
tablishments over which Ohio exercises 
ownership : 


There are six insane hospitals, lo- 


cated at Columbus, Cleveland. Cincin- 
nati. Toledo, Dayton and Athens; In- 
stitute for Feeble-minded Youth, Insti 
tute for the Blind, Institute for the 


Uaces about the State Itour.e, nnft tlio 
appointment will probably go ^to some 
staunch administration man. The term 
of Leo Hirseh, Public Printer, ends in 
April next. 
Mr. llirsch is tin- editor oi 


daily Herman newspaper, and in con- 


sequence thereof has a strong political 
pull, lie was appointed to the position 
lie holds under Governor Foraker, and 
after being- out under the Campbell ad- 
ministration, was reappoiiited by Gov- 
ernor McKiuley. 
J. W. Knaub, of 


Dayton, Inspector of Workshops and 
Factories, will have completed a four- 
year term in April, 1897. lie will likely 
be reappointed, as he has good urtmiii- 
istrution backing. 


The last three offices given completes 


the regular State departments which 
arc subject to appointment by the'.iuv- 
w-nor. 
It does 
not, however, end 


clamor for position. It is likely that 
many more changes will take place in 
the "public institutions.

A Jewish State in Palestine. 


We understand, says 
the London 


Daily Graphic, that practical steps are 
being taken for the re-establishment 
of a Jewish State 
in 
Palestine. A 


scheme which was drawn up last year 
by Dr. Herzl, of Vienna, and subse- 
quently published as a pamphlet ia 
German and English, has found con- 
siderable favor among 
the Jews in 


Vienna, Paris and London, and Dr. 
Herzl has lately been actively employ- 
ed in enlisting political support for it. 
Some of the leading statesmen of Eu- 
rope have been consulted, and Dr. 
Herzl, who is at present in Constan- 
tinople, has had a long interview with, 
the Grand Vizier, with whom he has 
discussed the project. 
After visiting 


Vienna and Paris again, 3r. Herzl will 
come to London to report progress to 
a committee of the Maccabean Society. 


Deaf and Dumb, Penitentiary, Colum- 
bus ;

This will 
make a total of fourteen great public 
institiitions outside of our universities, 
comprising building's and occupants 
enough, to form a small city in thoui- 
selves if placed together. 


Of the new concerns, the Mansfield 


Reformatory which has been in process 
of 
building- for so long- a time, but 


which has been retarded by small ap- 
propriations, has now a small number 
of occupants, but it lacks a great deal 
of being completed. 
The prisoners 


from the Columbus penitentiary who 
have been transferred to the Reforma- 
tory will be utilized in the further 
work of construction. 
A m. 
'jer of 


the Board of Trustees status th 
when 


the administration building is finished, 
which it probably will be soon it is 
the intention to have a formal opening-, 
to which the State offk-era and the pub- 
lic generally will be invited. The Re- 
formatory is claimed to be the most 
modern penal institution in existence. 
Instead of the narrow, gloomy com- 
partments in which prisoners are ordi- 
narily locked, each cell is roomy, and 
is provided with a window. The sani- 
tary arrangements are as perfect as it 
is possible to make them. The Reform- 
atory will be occupied by first-term 
men, convicted of the lighter offenses. 
The chief object sought is to prevent 
them from being associated with hard- 
ened criminals, which has.the effect of 
counteracting in the minds of j^oung 
boys efforts made to reclaim them. 


It will probably be several years yet 


before the Massillon Hospital will be 
ready for occupancy, as it is only in the 
first stages of construction. It will 
also be a model institution. It will be 
a hospital for mental diseases, in dis- 
tinction from the ordinary hospital for 
bodily diseases. It is expected to pro- 
vide such architectural arrangements 
as will assist in the curative treatment 
of the various loi ms of insanity. There 
will be two hi. .iial buildings, one for 
each sex. 
The ulterior arrangements 


and accommodations have been sug- 
gested to a great extent by Dr. A. 15. 
Richardson, of the Columbus State 
Hospital, who is an acknowledged ex- 
pert on the care and treatment of the 
insane. 


The State has expended a vast sum in 


establishing these institutions, but the 
first cost sinks into insignificance com- 
pared with the outlay for maintaining 
them when any considerable period of 
time is taken into account. Great in- 
terest of late has bean aroused in the 
question of supplies. The State Hoard 
of Charities has taken the matter in 
hand in the way of agitating a uni- 
formity of expenditure per capita, 
where the same class of State wards 
is concerned. 
A bulletin recently is- 


sued by the society shows that the tig-- 
nres which they have from time to time 
published, setting forth the wide dis- 
crepancies which existed among- the in- 
stitutions has had a good effect. There 
has been a. decided tendency toward 
economy, and public opinion is putting 
a limit on the license of officials in 
making purchases that are not gov- 
erned by market prices. 


An important reform in the manage- 


ment of these establishments i.s the 
proposed exchange of commodities, by 
which one institution will sell to others 
the surplus over its own consumption 
of what it raises or manufactures. 
Officials representing all of the State 
institutions recently met in Columbus 
to consider this plan, and it will be 
given a practical test. 


Outside of politicians there is a gen- 


eral desire to see Governor liushncll's 
idea of a State Purchasing Commission 
given a triai.

It is the only office that appears to be 
hereditary, the father of the present 
incumbent having held the place for 
ten yeers. As he is a good 
official, 


Governor Bushmill will probably let 
Mr. Bebee be. The place pays SI.">00 
per annum. 
A vacancy was caused in 


the 
assistant librarianship 
several 


months ago by the resignation of J. L. 
Hampton, and Hartwell Caldwell, a lo- 
cal newspaper correspondent, succeed- 
ed to the position, to which is attached 
a salary of 31,100.

variety of ways in the screening and 
weighing of output. 
The miners are, 


allowed no representative to see that 
they get fair play in these particulars, 
as is the case with the Ohio miner. An 
attempt was made by the National 
Miners' organization a year or two ago 
to remedy the evil of competition from 
cheap labor, by organizing the South- 
ern miner into unions, and giving him 
membership into the body, which em- 
braces nearly all of theonorthern oper- 
atives. 
They found the field ripe for 


the harvest. 
No difficulty was experi- 


enced in having the men embrace flip 
spirit of unionism, but a short trial 
showed that they were incapable of 
self government in such matters. A 
series of strikes was inaugurated at 
once, when it \\-_LS policy to be conserv- 
ative until they had matters in shape 
for making a firm stand for their rights. 
The results were disastrous for the 
men, and they are at present in a state 
of helplessness. 
The same abuses con- 


tinue, and the West Virginia operator 
gets his coal mined at about what he 
is pleased to pay. 
This, as a matter oi 


course, gives him an immense advan- 
tage over all other competitors. 


During the past season West Virginia 


mine owners have gone into Indianap- 
olis and Chicago markets and undersold 
both the Ohio and the Indiana opera- 
tors who have heretofore supplied the 
coal to these cities. They have also 
obtained a good share of the lake trade, 
which has been the backbone of the 
Ohio interests. It was recently brought 
to light that one of the State institu- 
tions, the Cleveland Insane Hospital, 
had placed a contract for West Virginia 
coal because it could be bought cheaper 
than any other. The discovery led to 
considerable agitation on the part ot 
labor organizations. One of the officers 
of the National Mine Workers stated 
that for Ohio to patronize WestVirginia 
operators under existing conditions was 
to put a premium on f raiid and to en- 
courage slavery. 
The policy of going 


out of the State to buy fuel, under any 
circumstances, when our miners were 
idle, -was seriously questioned by some 
of the State authorities. 


What means can be devised for com- 


bating the cheap labor of the South, 
which is usurping the- home markets of 
Ohio and those outside which we have 
heretofore supplied, is not known, but 
the condition calls for some attempt at 
remedy.
